“The Golden Rose of China.” The delicately yellow, crepe-like, fairv flowers cluster on 
both sides of every graceful cane of last year’s growth, extending to the very tips, hiding 
the foliage so that only glimpses may be seen of the tiny acacia-like leaves between the 
petals. Under the weight of dew and bloom, the branches bend in arching sprays, with 
all the informal grace of a glittering golden fountain. 

But even when the bush is out of bloom, the Rose is full of interest. The fine-cut 
foliage and reddening fruits are most attractive, and the lush new growths which keep 
coming through the summer are deeply tinged with maroon. The mind’s eye can easily 
picture them laden with their golden blossoms early the next season. 

Fall is the time to plant this hardy Rose to have it well established and ready to start 
growth vigorously in the spring. Use Hugonis as a hedge, as a specimen plant, beside 
the porch steps, on the lawn, or scattered through the shrubbery border. It grows 5 to
